President  and  Members: 

On  May  19,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
870519-B1  authorizing  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA  and  Quan  & 
Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD,  Fiscal  Year  1986-87, 
$38,000. 

On  November  17,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
8711 17-B13  authorizing  amendment  of  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA 
and  Quan  &  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1986-87  to  increase  the  cost  from  $38,000  to  $43,000.   The  bases 
for  the  increase  were  a  later  closing  of  the  books  than  expected,  their  first 
year  auditing  the  District,  and  the  first  year  of  the  federal  Single  Audit  of 
the  District. 

On  January  12,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880112-B10  reviewing  and  accepting  the  annual  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1986-87. 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  8.03  Auditing  reads  as  follows:   "One 
certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of  certified  public  accountants  shall  be 
employed  by  the  Governing  Board  to  audit  annually  all  the  funds  of  the 
District.  The  audit  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  comply  with  1) 
the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code  Section  84040,  2)  the  requirements 
and  standards  set  forth  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  as  it 
applies  to  California  Community  Colleges,  and  3)  the  guidelines  published  by 
the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  in  its  Industry  Audit 
Guide  "Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governmental  Units."  The  auditor  must  be 
duly  authorized  to  practice  and  licensed  as  such  by  the  State  of  California, 
State  Board  of  Accountancy.   The  auditor  shall  be  selected  by  the  Governing 
Board  from  proposals  submitted  pursuant  to  an  advertised  Request  for  Proposals 
-  Auditing  Services.   The  auditor  shall  be  employed  for  a  period  of  three 
consecutive  years  unless  his  work  or  his  proposed  fee  for  the  second  or  third 
year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  Governing  Board." 

By  letters  dated  February  16,  1988  and  March  18,  1988,  Deloitte 
Haskins+Sells,  CPA  and  Quan  &  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  proposed  a  maximum 
fee  of  $46,500  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1987-88.   This 
fee  has  been  arrived  at  through  negotiations  between  the  auditors  and  the 
SFCCD  staff.   While  this  fee  represents  a  8.14%  increase  over  last  year's  fee 
of  $43,000,  staff  is  satisfied  that  it  is  reasonable  in  the  light  of  the 
statement  by  the  auditors  as  follows:   "Competitive  pressures  have  resulted  in 
a  13.6%  increase  in  entry  level  professional  salaries  for  our  1988  graduates 
compared  to  1987  graduates."  Accordingly,  the  staff  recommends  accepting  the 
fee  of  $46,500  for  the  audit  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1987-88. 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

The  District  proposes  to  engage  the  services  of  Nicole  Schapiro  & 
Associates  to  prepare  for,  facilitate,  and  evaluate  a  day-long  seminar  for  all 
certificated  administrators.   This  seminar  will  be  a  follow-up  to  the 
successful  management  retreat  that  Ms.  Schapiro  facilitated  in  the  fall,  1987 
semester.   The  retreat  emphasized  leadership  and  management  skills  development 
while  moving  the  administrative  group  towards  a  common  vision.   At  the 
conclusion  of  the  retreat  the  administrators  requested  a  follow-up  in  the 
spring  semester  to  review  progress  on  activities  and  commitments  developed  at 
the  retreat  and  to  discuss  additional  topics  of  interest  to  the  group.

On  April  21,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
87042 1-B14,  authorizing  the  District  to  contract  with  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  to  provide  up  to  139  hours  of  assessment,  counseling,  and 
instructional  services,  including  diagnostic  testing,  teacher  training, 
pre-examination  training,  program  development,  and  individualized  remedial 
instruction  for  its  personnel  and  for  applicants,  July  1,  1987  through  June 
30,  1988,  at  Southeast  Community  College  Center  and  at  other  sites.   For  these 
services,  the  District  was  to  have  charged  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
$67.50  per  hour  for  each  hour  of  service  for  a  total  not  to  exceed  $10,000. 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  now  asked  the  District  to 
amend  the  contract  by  extending  the  ending  date  from  June  30,  1988  to  June  30, 
1989,   The  total  cost  to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  will  not  exceed 
$10,000. 

For  all  services  rendered  prior  to  July  1,  1988,  the  District  will 
charge  San  Francisco  Police  Department  $67.50  for  each  hour.   For  all  services 
rendered  subsequent  to  June  30  ,>  1988,  the  District  may  charge  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  an  increased  rate  not  to  exceed  an  additional  15%  over 
current  rates.   In  such  event,  fewer  hours  of  service  may  be  scheduled  during 
the  second  part  of  the  contract  period  within  the  contract  cost  limit  of 
$10,000.

President  and  Members: 

Pursuant  to  1984  legislation,  the  California  Community  Colleges 
Chancellor's  Office  received  an  appropriation  of  $1  million  to  be  used  for  a 
statewide  Foster  Care  Education  Program  in  community  colleges.   The 
state-funded  program  is  designed  to  provide  in-service  training  for 
individuals  involved  in  the  California  Foster  Care  system.   Approximately, 
sixty-two  colleges  are  providing  training  in  fifty-one  of  the  fifty  eight 
counties  in  the  state.   The  Community  College  Centers  seeks  approval  to 
submit  an  application  for  such  funds  for  the  period  July  1,  1988  through  June 
30,  1989. 

The  funds  will  be  used  to  offer  a  foster  parent  education  program 
using  a  variety  of  class  formats  and  techniques,  at  the  end  of  which 
participants  will  receive  a  certificate  of  completion  from  the  Community 
College  District.   Central  to  the  program  will  be  a  local  advisory  group  that 
will  continue  to  assist  in  the  development  of  the  program  consistent  with  the 
needs  of  foster  parents  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Community  College  Centers  is  requesting  $15,717  for  this 
purpose.   The  total  project  costs  and  the  sources  of  funding  are  as  follows:

President  and  Members: 

During  the  course  of  closing  the  Centers  Federal  Financial  Aid 
Programs  for  the  fiscal  year  1984-85  and  fiscal  year  1985-86,  we  found  that 
there  were  financial  aid  overpayments  and  attempted  to  recover  the  funds. 
First,  by  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  861216-B5,  on  December  12,  1986, 
$1,932.16  in  overpayments  for  fiscal  year  1984-85  were  charged  to  the  Pell 
Grant  Administrative  Allowance  Appropriation.  We  then  collected  $42  of  the 
overpayments  from  the  students  and  the  remaining  overpayments  were  reported 
to  COTOP  for  collection  from  state  income  tax  refunds.   For  fiscal  year 
1985-86,  we  had  $2,274  in  overpayments  out  of  a  total  Pell  Grant  expenditure 
of  $569,341.50.  We  collected  the  $2,274  in  overpayments  from  the  students. 

In  the  District  Audit  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986,  the  District 
Auditor  noted  that  we  were  not  in  compliance  with  the  Financial  Assistance 
regulations  and  advised  a  further  detailed  review  of  our  files.   The  audit 
report  resulted  in  a  U.S.  Department  of  Education  audit. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  audit  findings  were  issued  on  March 
25,  1988  and  additional  overpayments  were  determined  for  FY  1984-85  and  FY 
1985-86,  $7,134  and  $9,562,  respectively.  Based  upon  the  findings,  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education  requested  among  other  things  a  repayment  by  the 
SFCCD  of  the  $16,696  Pell  Grant  overpayment  to  students  within  45  days.   In 
addition,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  asked  the  Community  College 
Centers  to  pay  a  $1,800  penalty  within  30  days  for  documents  missing  from 
student  financial  aid  files.   The  documents  were  identified  during  our 
internal  review  of  financial  assistance  files  for  FY  1984-85. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for 
contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure 
classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education 
of  any  district  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board 
of  education  and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.

These 
funds  are  allocated  by  the  State  Chancellor  on  a  combination  of  block  and  per 
ADA  basis  to  the  districts.   A  preliminary  allocation  of  $500,000  each  has 
been  made  to  City  College  and  the  Community  College  Centers  for  the  purchase 
of  instructional  equipment  replacement.  A  $1  local  match  will  be  required  for 
every  $3  of  State  money  spent  in  this  program.   The  funds  may  be  expended 
during  the  1987-88  year  and  any  funds  remaining  in  June  30,  1988  may  be 
carried  over  to  be  spent  in  1988-89.   The  district  match  is  expected  to  be 
funded  from  the  SFCCD  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund  instead  of  the  SFCCD 
General  Fund.   Some  equipment  expenditures  made  by  the  SFCCD  in  1986-87  also 
qualify  as  district  match.   The  Community  College  Centers  now  requests  that

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  3.28  reads  as  follows: 
"It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  District  pursuant  to  California  Education  Code 
Section  72253,  to  reimburse  employees  for  damage  to  personal  property. 
However,  employees  are  to  be  reimbursed  only  if  said  property  is  damaged  in 
line  of  duty  without  fault  of  the  employee. 

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  District,  pursuant  to  California  Education  Code 
Section  72253,  to  reimburse  employees  for  personal  property  stolen  by  robbery, 
However,  employees  are  to  be  reimbursed  only  if  said  property  is  stolen  from 
the  employee  by  robbery  as  that  term  is  defined  in  California  Penal  Code 
Section  211,  while  the  employee  is  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Reimbursement  is  limited  to  the  following  personal  property:   eyeglasses, 
hearing  aids,  dentures,  watches,  articles  of  clothing  necessarily  worn  or 
carried  by  the  employee,  or  vehicles.  Claims  for  reimbursement  under  this 
section  in  the  amount  less  than  $10  shall  not  be  approved.  Reimbursement 
under  this  section  shall  be  limited  to  the  actual  value  of  the  property, 
reduced  by  any  insurance  proceeds,  at  the  time  of  damage  or  loss,  and  in  no 
event  shall  exceed  $1,000  per  occurrence." 

Because  the  loss  was  not  due  to  robbery  and  claimant  has  failed  to 
establish  District  liability  for  the  alleged  loss,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
claim  be  denied.

Reasons:  1)  and  2)  The  original  scope  of  work  in  the  Contract 
included  the  replacement  of  the  existing  deteriorated  gutter,  on  the  South 
Gymnasium,  thought  to  be  copper  sheet  metal,  with  a  new  copper  sheet  metal 
gutter.   In  removing  the  existing  gutter,  it  was  found  to  be  made  of  26  Ga. 
galvanized  sheet  metal  painted  to  appear  as  copper.  Also,  when  the  existing 
roofing  material  was  removed  from  the  North  Gymnasium,  considerable  dry  rot 
was  found  in  the  wood  roof  deck  at  the  eaves.   The  original  Contract  requires 
the  Contractor  to  repair/replace  any  deteriorated  wood  decking.

President  and  Members: 

In  past  years,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  several  resolutions 
increasing  certificated  salary  rates  which  necessitated  a  rebudgeting  for  the 
current  year  to  fund  the  increased  salary  rates.   This  year  no  District 
rebudget  is  caused  by  increased  salary  rates;  however,  there  is  a  need  in  the 
Centers  Division  at  this  time  to  redeploy  $899,004.66  in  the  General  Fund  from 
salary  saving  to  provide  funds  for  the  Summer  Session,  June  1988  and  to  cover 
deficiencies  in  several  other  accounts. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at 
any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district 
governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education 
and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.  A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  must  be 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board;  a 
resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board.   Nothing  in

On  February  9,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880209-B8,  authorizing  the  District  to  contract  with  1)  United  Collection 
Corporation  and  2)  Financial  Collection  Agencies  for  the  collection  of 
delinquent  loans,  under  the  terms  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco's  agreement 
to  participate  in  the  Perkins  Loan  Program.   The  agencies'  commission  charges 
not  to  exceed  33-1/3%  of  all  monies  collected  for  the  College. 

The  conditions  of  the  agreement  between  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  said  agencies  reflects  a  collection  commission  charges  of 
33-1/3%  on  the  first  referrals  up  to,  including  litigation,  as  well  as 
commission  charges  of  50%  on  the  second  referrals  up  to,  and  including 
litigation  for  all  amounts  collected  during  the  term  of  the  agreement.  These 
are  standard  contractual  conditions  common  to  all  contracts  with  collection 
agencies.

Professor  Amado  Cabezas  of  the  Department  of  Ethnic  Studies  at  the 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley  for  the  last  eight  years  at  UC  has  been 
engaged  in  studies  of:   the  socioeconomic  status  and  employment  patterns  of 
Americans  by  race/ethnicity  and  gender;  theories  ranging  from  neoclassical 
economic  to  institutional  to  labor  market  segmentation;  and  barriers  to 
promotion  and  upward  mobility  of  minorities  and  women.   At  present,  he  has 
been  conducting  studies  of  higher  education  in  the  U.S.,  focusing  on  the 
affirmative  action  plans  of  UC  and  comparable  institutions  such  as  Stanford, 
Yale,  Michigan,  and  Columbia,  as  well  as  institutions  in  the  Bay  Area  such  as 
San  Francisco  State  University  and  California  State  University  at  Hayward.

$12,450  from  the  American  Association  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  to 
conduct  a  Minority  Business  Development  Project  to  provide  a  small  business 
career  day  for  1,000  minority  youth  and  short-term  business  management 
training  for  50  minority  entrepreneurs. 

In  1984-85  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  received 
$9,000  from  the  American  Association  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  to 
conduct  a  Minority  Business  Enterprise  Project  to  provide  a  small  business 
career  day  for  1,500  minority  youth  and  short-term  business  management 
training  for  50  minority  entrepreneurs. 

We  have  been  notified  that  the  American  Association  of  Community  and 
Junior  Colleges  will  provide  funding  for  the  program  in  1988-89  and  has 
invited  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  to  be  one  of  the 
community  college  districts  to  submit  a  proposal  to  provide  a  small  business 
career  training  for  2,000  minority  youth  and  short-term  business  management 
training  for  150  minority  entrepreneurs.   If  we  are  funded  we  will  receive 
$28,000  in  federal  funds  with  district  in-kind  matching  contributions  of 
$4,500. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  wishes  to  participate 
in  these  activities  with  the  support  and  in  joint  partnership  with  the  Bay 
Area  Purchasing  Council,  who  is  willing  to  contribute  $17,000  of  the  in-kind 
matching  funds,  therefore  more  than  covering  the  matching  in-kind 
contributions  required  by  the  grantor.

The  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  791120-Bl  has  made  available 
to  its  employees  the  provisions  of  Section  403(b)  of  the  U.  S.  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954  as  amended,  and  Section  17501  of  the  California  Revenue 
and  Taxation  Code. 

Employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  may  enter 
into  an  amendment  of  their  employment  contracts  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a 
reduction  in  the  salaries  paid  to  such  employees,  and  that  for  each  employee 
who  voluntarily  elects  to  accept  such  reduction  in  his  or  her  salary,  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  shall,  as  directed  by  such  employee,  a) 
purchase,  with  an  amount  equal  to  the  reduction  in  salary,  a  nontransferable 
annuity  contract  issued  by  an  insurance  company  selected  by  the  employee,  in 
which  the  employee's  rights  are  nonforfeitable  except  for  failure  to  pay 
future  premiums,  and  in  which  all  rights  under  said  annuity  contracts  shall  be 
exercisable  by  the  employee  concerned,  or  (b)  contribute  an  amount  equal  to 
such  reduction  in  salary  to  a  custodial  account  of  a  custodian  selected  by  the 
employee,  in  which  all  rights  under  said  custodial  account  shall  be  exercis- 
able by  the  employee  concerned. 

The  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  791120-Bl  authorized  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent,  Vice  Chancellor  -  Business,  Chief  Accountant,  or 
Head  Accountant  to  purchase  such  annuity  contracts  or  contribute  to  such 
custodial  accounts,  subject  to  ratification  by  the  Governing  Board.

The  Amendments  were  officially 
ratified  by  the  AFT  on  May  11,  1988.

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  72640  provides  that  "the  Governing 
Board  of  a  Community  College  district  may:  (a)  Conduct  field  trips  or 
excursions  in  connection  with  courses  of  instruction  or  school-related, 
social,  educational,  cultural,  athletic,  or  college  band  activities  to  and 
from  places  in  the  state,  any  other  state,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  a 
foreign  country  for  students  enrolled  in  a  college.   A  field  trip  or  excursion 
to  and  from  a  foreign  country  may  be  permitted  to  familiarize  students  with 
the  language,  history,  geography,  natural  sciences,  and  other  studies  relative 
to  the  district's  course  of  study  for  such  pupils.... 

"(c)  Transport  by  use  of  district  equipment,  contract  to  provide 
transportation,  or  arrange  transportation  by  use  of  other  equipment. .. .of 
students,  instructors,  supervisors  or  other  personnel  to  and  from  places  in... 
a  foreign  country  where  such  excursions  and  field  trips  are  being 
conducted. ..." 

Education  Code  Section  72641  provides  that  "The  governing  board  of 
any  community  college  district  conducting  excursions  and  field  trips  pursuant 
to  this  article  shall  provide,  or  make  available,  medical  or  hospital  service, 
or  both,  through  nonprofit  membership  corporations  defraying  the  cost  of 
medical  service  or  hospital  service,  or  both,  or  through  group  blanket  or 
individual  policies  of  accident  insurance  from  authorized  insurer,  for 
students  of  the  district  injured  while  participating  in  the  excursions  and 
field  trips  under  the  jurisdiction  of,  or  sponsored  or  controlled  by,  the 
district  or  the  authorities  of  any  college  of  the  district.  The  cost  of  the 
insurance  or  membership  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  district."  Staff 
believes  that  adequate  insurance  coverage  can  be  purchased  by  the  District 
for  an  approximate  price  of  $11.00  per  student. 

City  College  had  its  first  semester  program  in  England  in  Fall, 
1987,  and  the  second  semester  is  scheduled  for  Fall,  1988.   Based  on  the 
success  of  these  programs,  and  in  response  to  requests  from  students  and 
faculty,  City  College  wishes  to  conduct  excursions  to  England  in  both  the 
Spring,  1989,  and  Fall,  1989  semesters.

Adoption  of  Tentative  Budgets  for  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1988-89 

President  and  Members: 

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  months  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1988,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  tentative  budgets 
for  the  General  Fund,  Cafeteria  Fund,  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the 
Child  Development  Fund  is  required.   The  resolution  permits  the  Controller  to 
establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be 
incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the  Summer  1988,  prior  to  adoption  of  the 
final  budget  in  August. 

The  Tentative  Budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  S.  F.  Controller.   With 
the  subsequent  adoption  of  a  final  budget  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD, 
adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  accounting  records  to  establish  the  adopted 
budget. 

Following  our  usual  budget  development  process  for  the  General  Fund 
the  various  departments  were  asked  to  submit  Budget  Requests  1988-89.  When 
these  were  summarized  using  1987-88  prices,  they  totalled  $96,835,428.   When 
classified  pay  equity  increases  and  the  7%  certificated  salary  rate  increases 
together  with  corresponding  fringe  benefit  increases  are  added,  the  Budget 
Requests  1988-89  will  total  in  excess  of  $100  million. 

A  "very  preliminary  budget"  which  increased  the  revenue  side  of  the 
Modified  Budget  1987-88  by  the  State  COLA  and  the  increased  lottery  would 
produce  about  $84,459  million  assuming  that  the  rollover  remains  about  the 
same. 

The  Modified  Budget  1987-88  as  of  April  30,  1988  totalled 
$80,667,088.  When  increments  for  classified  and  certificated  personnel, 
classified  pay  equity  (comparable  worth) ,  7%  certificated  salary  rate 
increase,  and  a  4.7%  (State  COLA)  increase  for  cost  of  city  services  are 
included  the  budget  totals  $86,598,211.   As  this  budget  can  be  generally 
characterized  as  the  current  budget  at  next  year's  prices,  this  budget  is 
recommended  as  the  Tentative  Budget  1988-89.   The  Tentative  Budget  1988-89  is 
below  the  "Gann  Limit"  for  1988-89  which  is  $102,431,372.18,  but  is  beyond  our 
budget  resources  for  next  year  as  we  know  it  at  this  time.   In  order  to 
balance  the  revenue  side  with  the  expenditure  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget 
1988-89,  a  revenue  item  of  "Additional  Income  $2,020,631"  has  been  included. 
Budget  control  language  has  been  included  in  this  resolution  to  provide  for 
continued  operation  until  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

The  budget  picture  at  the  state  level  is  very  cloudy  at  this  time. 
The  Governor  and  the  Legislature  are  engaged  in  some  lively  debate  concerning 
tax  increase  proposals  versus  spending  cut  proposals.   What  the  Assembly  and 
che  Senate  will  agree  upon  and  then  what  will  survive  the  Governor's  veto  will 
likely  take  some  time  to  develop,  probably  into  July  1988.   After  that,  we 
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will  be  busily  trying  to  determine  our  share  of  the  new  State  budget  and  the 
rollover  as  of  June  30,  1988.   It  would  appear  at  this  time  that  the  Budget 
Requests  1988-89  of  $100+  million  is  a  "wish  list,"  and  that  our  Tentative 
Budget  1988-89  of  $86,598,211  is  likely  to  be  difficult  to  fund.   Even  cutting 
something  out  to  provide  funds  to  pay  for  something  new  might  not  be  enough. 

As  to  the  Cafeteria  Fund  a  Tentative  Budget  1988-89  is  recommended 
that  reflects  increased  classified  pay  equity  costs  and  increased  food  costs 
over  the  Modified  Budget  1987-88.   After  the  1987-88  Income  Statements  and 
Balance  Sheets  are  completed  for  both  cafeteria  (City  College  and  Downtown 
CCC)  in  July  1988,  we  will  make  the  necessary  adjustments  in  the  Recommended 
Final  Budget  1988-89. 

As  to  the  Child  Development  Fund,  we  have  not  yet  been  informed  by 
the  State  of  California  as  what  we  may  expect  in  Campus  Child  Care  Bailout 
funds  for  1988-89.   The  amount  for  1987-88  was  $92,725  and  we  are  recommending 
the  same  amount  for  1988-89. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Community  Colleges  is  uncertain  at  this  time,  and  since 
there  are  insufficient  funds  to  fully  provide  for  the  cost  of 
maintaining  existing  1987-88  programs  at  1988-89  prices,  the 
Tentative  Budget  -  General  Fund  contains  a  revenue  item  of

assured.  During  the  "Interim  Period"  between  July  1,  1988  and  the 
date  when  the  Final  Budget  1988-89  is  adopted  in  August 
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1988,  the  following  provisions  shall  apply  in  the  administration  of 
the  Tentative  Budgets  adopted  herein: 

Section  4  -  All  funds  for  additional  or  replacement  equipment  shall 

be  held  in  reserve  until  final  action  in  the  adoption 
of  the  Final  Budget.  No  additional  or  replacement  equipment  shall 
be  authorized  during  the  Interim  Period  other  than  equipment  which 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  continued  operation  of  existing  programs  or 
projects  previously  approved  by  the  Governing  Board.

No  new  position  may  be  filled 
and  no  reclassification  upward  may  be  initiated  or  completed  in  the 
Interim  Period  with  the  exception  of  those  positions  which  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  are  critical  for  the 
operation  of  existing  programs  or  for  projects  previously  approved 
by  the  Governing  Board,  or  are  required  for  emergency  operations  or 
where  such  positions  would  result  in  net  increase  in  revenues,  or 
where  such  positions  are  required  to  comply  with  law.   New  positions 
shall  be  defined  as  those  positions  which  were  not  funded  and 
occupied  as  of  May  27,  1988  (end  of  the  Spring  Semester  1988)  or 
June  30,  1988.

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  appropriation  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and 
local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.  For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  board  of  each  local 
jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year 
pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting. 
Fifteen  days  prior  to  such  meeting  documentation 
used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.  The 
determination  of  the  appropriations  limit  is  a 
legislative  act. 

Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attack, 
review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the  action  of 
the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section 
for  the  1980-81  fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced 
within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
resolution  or  the  effective  date  of  the  act  which 
added  this  section  to  the  Government  Code, 
whichever  date  is  later. 

For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to 
attack,  review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the 
action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  commenced  within  45  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  resolution. 

All  courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be 
hereafter  pending,  including  any  court  reviewing 
such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower 
court,  shall  give  such  actions  preference  over  all 
other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of 
■  setting  the  same  for  hearing  or  trial  and  in 
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hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions 
shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined." 

By  memorandum  dated  May  19,  1988  from  the  State  Chancellor's  Office, 
we  were  notified  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined  that  the 
applicable  price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the  1988-89  appropriation  limit 
is:   U.S.  CPI:  3.93. 

Since  June  1,  1988  a  nine  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the 
derivation  of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public 
inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street, 
San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910.

President  and  Members: 

Since  June  30,  1986  we  have  obtained  liability  coverage  by 
self-insurance  through  pooling  with  the  State  Wide  Association  of  Community 
Colleges  (SWACC),  a  Joint  Powers  Authority  ( JPA) .   The  SWACC-JPA  requires  us 
to  obtain  claims  administration  through  a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the 
self  insured  retention  ($50,000  on  liability)  and  the  deductible  ($25,000  on 
property)  region.   SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a  management  services  contract 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain  among  other  services,  claims  management 
services  for  the  claims  filed  against  the  SWACC-JPA.   Since  there  are  savings 
in  administrative  effort  and  improved  coordination  of  claims  processing  that 
are  achieved  by  having  the  same  party  administer  claims  under  as  well  as  over 
our  deductible/SIR,  we  have  contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  claims 
administration  services  for  the  Fiscal  Years  1986-87  and  1987-88.   Staff 
recommends  that  we  continue  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  the  claims 
administration  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1988-89.   We  have  been  quoted  a  maximum 
price  based  on  time  and  expenses  of  $7,200  and  a  minimum  of  $5,000  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1988-89,  the  same  as  for  1987-88. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal,  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required.  ..."

On  October  20,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  871020-S2 
authorized  conducting  an  excursion  to  Africa  in  connection  with  an  instruc- 
tional program  and  directed  that  the  SFCCD  "obtain  proposals  from  qualified 
contractors  to  provide  necessary  transportation  and  other  services  in  con- 
nection with  said  excursion." 

On  April  27,  1988,  a  Request  for  Proposals,  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  International  Education  Program,   "West  Africa,"  was  mailed  to 
eleven  agencies  which  provide  travel  services. 

The  closing  date  for  receipt  of  proposals  was  June  1,  1988,  3:00 
p.m.   The  two  proposals  received  were  as  follows:

Worldwind  Travel  $2,299  $1,342  $3,641 

African  Holidays  not  itemized  $3,809 

Each  bid  provides  the  requested  stays  and  activities,  although 
African  Holidays  indicates  that  airline  flights  for  December  1988  are  already 
fully  booked  and  suggests  postponement.   Worldwind  is  confident  that  flights 
can  be  booked,  either  San  Francisco  -  New  York  -  Abidjan  or  San  Francisco  - 
Paris  -  Abidjan.   However,  the  exact  beginning  and  ending  dates  of  the  program 
may  need  to  be  adjusted,  and  the  airfare  reflects  the  non-availability  of 
group  discount  fares. 

Worldwind  is  based  in  San  Francisco  and  was  the  contractor  for  the 
recent  San  Francisco  -  Abidjan  sister  cities  trip.   Participants  on  that  trip 
have  given  Worldwind  Travel  positive  evaluations.   Worldwind  carries  liability 
insurance  of  two  million  dollars. 

African  Holidays  has  a  good  reputation,  but  its  unitemized  proposal 
makes  comparison  with  Worldwind  impossible,  except  on  price. 

Based  upon  the  criteria  of  our  requirements  and  their  price,  the 
firm  of  Worldwind  Travel  is  recommended  to  provide  the  necessary  travel  and 
educational  program  arrangements.

On  February  9,  1988  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880209-B16  waiving  SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  7.08  Selection  of  Architect  and 
authorizing  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and  the  President,  City  College  to 
prepare  a  proposal  for  the  selection  of  an  architect  through  a  professional 
competition  to  update  the  City  College  Facilities  Master  Plan  which  will 
include  the  use  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir. 

The  Balboa  Reservoir  Planning  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  College  and 
the  District  advertised  proposals  from  professionals  in  the  architectural 
community  who  would  be  interested  in  administering  the  professional 
competition  for  the  selection  of  the  architect.   Ads  were  placed  in  several 
professional  architectural  publications  and  letters  of  interest  were  sent  to 
local  architects.   Numerous  inquiries  were  made  from  as  far  away  as  Los 
Angeles,  but  only  ONE  proposal  was  received.  Apparently  most  of  the 
architects  seem  interested  in  entering  the  competition,  not  in  administering 
it. 

The  one  proposal  was  from  William  H.  Liskamm,  FAIA  who  is  an 
experienced  and  respected  administrator  of  many  similar  competitions. 
His  proposal  provides  for  the  following  steps: 

1.  Competition  planning 

2.  Competition  announcement 

3.  Develop  competition  program 

4.  Competition  registration 

5.  First  stage  questions 

6.  First  stage  submission 

7.  Public  exhibit 

8.  First  stage  jury 

9.  Second  stage  jury/oral  presentation 

10.  Post  competition 

The  cost  to  run  this  competition  includes  the  professional  advisory  fee  of  Mr. 
Liskamm,  $15,000;  cost  of  running  the  competition  $15,000;  a  prize  to  the 
winner,  $10,000  for  a  total  of  $40,000. 

This  competition  will  also  include  other  costs  to  be  paid  directly 
by  the  college  including  additional  staff  time,  packaging  and  mailing, 
photocopying  and  printing  as  well  as  miscellaneous  supplies.   These  direct 
costs  are  expected  to  be  off  set  completely  by  the  anticipated  $5,000  fees 
paid  by  the  entrants.   The  College  will  also  provide  miscellaneous  in-kind 
services  valued  at  approximately  $2,800. 
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The  prize  to  the  winning  architect  will  be  $10,000  and  the 
opportunity  to  negotiate  with  the  District  for  a  contract  to  further  refine 
the  winning  proposal  into  a  working  master  plan  which  will  replace  the  current 
City  College  Master  Plan.

The  Department  of  Education  has  allocated  an  award  of  $491,529  for 
the  operation  of  the  College  Work  Study  Program  at  City  College.   The  purpose 
of  this  program  is  to  offer  students  with  great  financial  need,  financial 
assistance  in  the  form  of  employment  so  that  they  may  continue  their 
education. 

The  College  has  in  the  past  offered  a  portion  of  the  Work  Study 
allocation  to  off-campus  agencies  so  that  students  can  get  experience  working 
in  the  community.   These  off-campus  contracts  are  matched  by  a  40% 
contribution  from  the  receiving  organizations.   This  year  the  College  plans  to 
allocate  $4,500  to  these  contracts  and  retain  $487,029  for  its  on  campus 
program. 

The  1986-87  audit  report  noticed  that  the  supervision  of  the 
off-campus  Work  Study  program  needed  to  be  expanded  in  order  to  meet  federal 
guidelines.   Thus  the  maintenance  of  the  off-campus  program  requires  that  the 
College  add  a  supervison  component  to  this  program. 

The  total  amount  available  for  the  program  is  $591,935  and  the 
source  of  funding  is  as  follows:

Classified  Salary  Schedules  and  Classified  Holiday 
Substitution  -  1988-89 

President  and  Members: 

In  1987,  the  SFCCD  was  advised  by  San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Louise 
Renne  that  the  compensation  for  the  classified  employees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  is  established  pursuant  to  the  San  Francisco 
Charter  Section  8.407  and  8.407-1.   The  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  is  not 
involved  in  this  salary  setting  process  set  forth  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  8.407  and  8.407-1.   In  each  of  the  other  sixty-nine  California 
community  college  districts  the  local  governing  board  establishes  the 
compensation  of  its  district's  classified  employees  pursuant  to  California 
Education  Code  Section  88160.   In  San  Francisco,  we  find  that  the  classified 
salary  rates  are  established  for  us  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  represents  the  "first  and  prior  claim"  upon  the  SFCCD  -  General  Fund.   As 
such  it  appears  that  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  is  not  allowed  to  adopt 
any  resolutions  concerning  the  compensation  for  the  classified  employees  of 
the  SFCCD,  except  that  which  is  permitted  under  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance. 

Section  VI. A  of  the  C&CSF  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  reads  in 
part  as  follows: 

"...  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  may,  for  its  own  employees  and  employees 
assigned  from  other  departments,  substitute  for  the  holidays 
declared  above  an  equal  number  of  different  holidays..." 

For  the  efficient  operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District,  it  is  necessary  to  have  our  classified  employees  observe  holidays 
the  same  days  which  are  school  holidays.   Therefore,  a  substitution  of  one 
holiday  is  recommended. 

San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  also  opined  that  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  need  not  provide  compensation  to  its 
College  Aides  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  8.407.   Therefore,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  salary  rate  for  class  3951  College  Aide  remain  at  the 
$5.02  per  hour  rate  for  Fiscal  Year  1988-89,  the  same  rate  as  for  Fiscal  Year 
1987-88.

Testing  &  Assessment,  effective  July  1,  1988 

President  and  Members: 

We  have  been  advised  that  the  General  Educational  Development 
Office  of  the  California  State  Department  of  Education  has  revised  the 
General  Educational  Development  (GED)  Test  Battery.  As  of  July  1,  1988,  a 
new  GED  test  will  be  implemented  in  our  state.   It  will  be  a  longer  test  and 
will  include  a  writing  sample.   Essays  written  will  be  batched  and  sent  to 
the  Educational  Testing  Service  (ETS)  for  scoring.   The  following  will 
constitute  additional  expenses  for  our  SFCCD  -  GED  Testing  &  Assessment 
Center: 

*  Person  hours  -  -  longer  test  administration  time  for: 

1)  collecting  correcting  fees  to  be  passed  on  to 
essay  scoring  sites 

2)  sending  essays  to  ETS 

3)  matching  essays  with  multiple  choice  tests  upon  return 

4)  combining  the  essay  scores  for  one  final  score  for  Test  I 

5)  counseling/phone  conversations  with  examiners  regarding  the 
essays 

6)  administering  GED  pre-tests 

7)  revising  all  GED  information  sheets 

8)  answering  questions  for  the  public 

*  Postage  &  envelopes  (sending  essays  to  ETS  for  scoring) 

*  Scratch  paper  for  essay  drafts 

*  Bookkeeping  and  record  keeping  will  increase  substantially 
because  of  the  large  numbers  of  persons  served 

*  Photocopies  (copies  of  essays  sent  to  ETS) 

The  SFCCD  -  GED  Testing  &  Assessment  Center  also  offers  the 
Practice-GED  Test  for  persons  who  are  not  sure  of  their  ability  to  pass  the 
actual  test.   Each  month  about  90  persons  are  given  the  practice  test  which 
contains  sample  questions  from  each  of  the  five  sub-tests,  and  it  is  hand 
scored  immediately.   If  the  scores  indicate  further  study  is  needed  to  pass 
the  actual  test,  the  prospective  examinee  is  referred  to  one  of  the  GED 
Preparation  Classes  in  the  Centers  Division.   In  this  manner,  the  SFCCD  -  GED 
Testing  &  Assessment  Center  acts  as  a  referral  Center  and  thus  affects  the 
Centers  ADA. 

The  SFCCD  -  GED  Testing  &  Assessment  Center  also  administers  the 
Interests  and  Career  Test  Battery  to  persons  referred  by  the  Career  Guidance 
Center  and  the  Women's  Resource  Center.  At  present,  no  fees  are  charged  for 
any  of  the  services  offered  by  the  SFCCD  -  GED  Testing  &  Assessment  Center. 
This  is  the  only  GED  testing  center  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  is  also  the  second  largest  in  the  State  of  California.   The  GED  test  is 
administered  in  English,  French  and  Spanish  and  is  available  in  large  print 
(English)  and  on  audio  tape  (English  &  Spanish)  for  the  legally  blind. 
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We  have  surveyed  other  GED  Testing  Centers  in  the  Bay  Area  and  have 
found  that  we  are  the  only  institution  that  does  not  charge  a  fee  for  testing 
services.  We  have  also  surveyed  Bay  Area  institutions  and  discovered  that 
only  a  few  offer  career  counseling  and  administer  the  Interests  and  Career 
Test  Battery.  All  other  institutions  offering  these  services  charge  fees. 

California  Education  Code  Section  72233  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"On  and  after  January  1,  1976,  the  governing  board  of  any  community  college 
district,  may  initiate  and  carry  on  any  program,  activity,  or  may  otherwise 
act  in  any  manner  which  is  not  in  conflict  with  or  inconsistent  with,  or 
preempted  by,  any  law  and  which  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  for 
which  school  districts  are  established." 

Legal  Counsel  has  opined  that  the  adoption  of  these  test 
administration  fees  does  not  conflict  with  any  state  law.
